The Ninety-fifth Council of Norfolk met in the Council 
Chamber in the Court House, in the Town of Simcoe, on 
Tuesday, the 18th day of January, 1938, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Act and amendments thereto.

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BY-LAW NO. 722 


A BY-LAW to provide for the total expenditure on the 
system of county roads in the County of Norfolk as approved 
by Order-in-Council, during the year 1938. 


WHEREAS The Highway Improvement Act, Chapter 54, 
R.S.O., 1927, and amendments requires that the total expen- 
diture on county roads and bridges be provided for annually 
by county by-law. 


THEREFORE the council of the corporation of the said 
county of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1. The sum of $60,000.00 is hereby appropriated from 
monies raised by levy, debentures and government subsidy, 
for expenditure upon construction on the said system during 
the year 1938. 


2. The sum of $165,000.00 is hereby appropriated from 
monies raised by levy and government subsidy for expendi- 
ture upon maintenance and repair of the roads in the said 
system during the year 1938. 


3. The said monies shall be expended under the direction 
of the duly appointed county road superintendent and on 
work performed in accordance with the last revised regula- 
tions respecting county roads issued by the Department of 
Highways of Ontario. 


4. The clerk shall transmit duplicate copies of this by- 
law to the Deputy Minister, Department of Highways of 
Ontario, for approval on or before the ue of January of 
the present year.

To the Warden and Councillors of the County of Norfolk: 
Gentlemen: 


We have conducted the usual monthly audit of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the County for the year 1937 (all 
the statements thereof attached) in the General Account 
and in the County Road System account and have found the 
books in good order; in the former there is a cash balance of 
$5,666.83 at credit without any lability to the Bank, and in 
the latter the cash balance is $1236.73 at credit with a note of 
$83,108.00 owing to the Bank but an estimated Government 
Grant of about $92,800.00 is expected to cover this note. 


Proper vouchers or authority have been produced to us for 
all disbursements and the Treasurer and Deputy Treasurer 
have cheerfully afforded us any information required of them. 


The Treasurer’s bond for $10,000.00 had been renewed 
to expire on 28th June, 1938. The Deputy Treasurer’s bond 
for $5,000.00 will expire on 20th February, 1938. 


The statement of assets and Liabilities attached shows 
totals of $491,614.72 and $337,826.43 respectively as at De- 
cember 31st 1937; there has been a reduction of $40,837.29 in 
total debenture debt.
